GREEK WARSHIPS CAPTUP A 


RICH TURKISH PRIZE. 


Senators Stewart and Jones of Ne- 


vada, though they do not believe that 
the tariff is what ails tbe country, are 
willing to give it a fair trial They are 
not, however, in favor of giving the 
manufacturers whatever advantages 
may be derived from the tariff to the 
detriment of the producers of what are 
termed raw materials. 


In a conference with Senators Alli- 


son and Aldricb.of the Republican 
Sab-Committee, they went over the 
tariff bill and suggested changes for 
the benefit of the West. They insisted 
on an Increase of duty on third class 
wools and a reduction of duty oa first 
and second class wools. They also re- 
quested the Bepnblioans to stand by a 
duty of \ya cents per pound on hides 
and on lead ores. They also suggested 
changes in the sugar schedule, which 
will make the rate aboat a cent and a 
half per pound on sugar testing 90 de- 
grees by the polarisoope. 


Senators Jones and Stewart are doing 


all in their power to advance the inter- 
ests of the farmers and producers of 
the West They do not believe'that the 
manufacturers of the East should have 
all the benefits that may be derived 
from tariff legislation. In this respeet 
they differ from the Bepublioans on 
the tariff question, and because of the 
diflerence they bave been soundly de- 
nounced by the Bepnblican press of 
the whole country. They, of course, 
hold diametrically opposite views from 
the Republicans, on the financial ques- 
tion, and thereby incur the displeasure, 
if not the hate of the Bepublioan 
leaders, not only in the East, but in 
Nevada. 


The position of our senators briefly 


stated, seems tci be this: They are in 
favor of a tariff that will produce suf- 
ficient revenue for the support of the 
Government and of schedules that will 
be fair to the farmers and producers 
of the Wesk as well as the East, and 
they insist on an American financial 
policy that will make it possible for 
the people to pay their debts by re- 
storing the money of the Constitution, 
with or without the consent of Europe. 


Who is there in Nevada, except the 


place hunters and a few moss-back par- 
tisans, who see nothing wrong inside 
their party Hues and nothing right out- 
side those lines, that will deny that if 
the policy advocated by Senators 
Stewart and Jones and the silver men 
generally was enforced by legislation, 
that the whole country would be bene- 
fltted thereby ?

Advices received in London from 


Constantinople slate that the Sultan 
bus expressed deep sympathy for King 
George of Greece. He believet King 
George was forced into the present con- 
ffict with Turkey 
by revolutionary 


agents at Athena. Imbued with this 
idea, he declines to claim a war indem- 
nity from Greece, and proposes a treaty 
between the Turkish and Greek Gov- 
ernments upon a simultaneous evacu- 
ation of Thessaly and Crete. HB de- 
sires to deal direct with Greece and not 
through the powers. 


If this be true, the Sultan must be 


as mild a mannered man aa ever coun- 
tenanced the maseacree of Armenian 
and 
Greek Christians. Should 
he 


urge a treaty with Greece, now pros- 
trate at the feet of his victorious army, 
which would involve tbe payment of 
no indemnity and without the inter- 
vention of the powers, he would place 
Greece under no obligations whatever 
to the latter, and create a better feel- 
ing between Greece and Turkey than 
has ever existed. It would prove to the 
powers that their intervention is not 
essential to the maintenance of peace 
between Moslem and Christian in 
aouth-eastearn Europe, and that the 
Turk la much more generous to a fallen 
foe than the usurers of central and 
western Europe. 


The Qreoo-Turklth Wnr. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, May 
12.—Advices 


reoelved to-day from the Island of 
Skiathos, off the coast of Volo Pet- 
insola, say that the Greek gunboat 
Venus and the Greek torpedo boat 
No. 14 captured yesterday off the 
Island of Tenedos, on the west coast of 
Asia Minor, a Turkish steamer having 
on board 100 Turkish soldiers, six 
office™, 
300 martini rifles, several 


thousand cartridges, six quick firing 
guns, various military stores and £4,000 
cash. The Greek warships took the 
prize to the Island of Skiatbos. 


The Ambassadors met this morning 


for ttn exchange of views on tbe media- 
tion. In the meantime the Turks,are 
advancing 
toward 
Athens, Edhem 


Pasha's original orders 
being 
to 


march on Athens. 
Uneasiness pre- 


vails here on the subjeot'of tbe peace 
negotiations. It is feared that reported 
conditions will render an agreement 
difficult and cause further complica- 
tions, It is expected that Russia may 
propose concessions to the Macedon- 
ians. 


A director of the Deutsoh Bank of 


Berlin is expected here shortly, with 
proposals to reorganize the Turkish 
finances, conclude a loan and secure 
railway concessions. 


The Ambassadors held another meet- 


ing this morning, after which they pre- 
sented at the palace, to the Turkish 
government a collective note, propos- 
ing an armistice pending tbe negotia- 
tions for peace between Turkey and 
Greece now in progress. 


The admirals in command of the for- 


eign fleets in Cretan waters have been 
notified of the mediation of the Powers 
between Turkey and .Greece, and in- 
structed to permit the departure of 
Greek troops from Crete. 


PEAKS ALOS, May 12.—Edhem Pasha, 


the Turkish Commander-in-Chief, has 
established his headquarters on the 
hill oppositePharsalos.Greek irregulars 
are raiding parts of Thegsaly, and ir- 
regular Greek bands attempted to out 
the Turkish line of communication 
with Elassona. Important lighting is 
expected, here unless an armistice is 
immediately agreed upon at Constanti- 
nople. 


Hawaiian Island News.

SAN FBANCISCO, Muy 12.—The steamer 


Australia from Honolulu to-day brings 
word that on May 5th the Japanese 
cruiser Naniwa arrived from Yokohoma 
having on board the Japanese Commis- 
sioner, A'ki Yama, who is to investigate 
the cases of the rejected Japanese im- 
migrants. 
Tae Commissioner states 


that his mission at Honolulu is entirely 
of a friendly nature. If he concludes 
on investigation that, the Hawaiian 
Government has erred in the matter, 
a claim for damages will bo made on 
behalf of Japan. The Commissioner de- 
nies that Japan is looking for war, and 
states that everything will be con- 
ducted ia a diplomatic way. 


A market for American labor will 


surely be openerJ here in the near 
future and will b9 fostered and sup- 
ported by the Hawaiian Government. 
The planters bave bound themselves to 
employ American in preference to 
either European or Asiatic labor. As 
fast as tbe contracts of the Asiatics 
now employed on the various planta- 
tions expire they will be sent home and 
their places filled by Americans.
